It seems. to me as if the kingdom of 
God and of Christ is a subject which is 
the most misunderstood of any subject in 
the Bible. 

Let us look into this subject from a 
Bible standpoint. First, let us notice that 
when Jesus was born in Bethlehem of Ju- 
dea the question was asked, “Where is he 
that is born King of the Jews?” Matt. 2: 
YS 

When John the Baptist began 
to preach his message was, “Re- 
pent ye: for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.” John meant 
by this that the King who would 
soon make His appearance was 
from heaven. When Jesus began 
to preach His message was, ‘‘Re- 
pent: for the kingdom of heav- 
en is at hand,” Matt. 5:17. The 
King was already here right 
among them, but they did not 
know Him nor recognize Him 
as their king. He told the Phari- 
sees at one time, “The kingdom 
of God is within you,” Luke 17: 
21. When He said, “The king- 
dom of God is within you,” He 
certainly did not mean in their 
hearts as some have taught, but 
in their midst. The King was 
there in their midst or among 
them, if they had accepted Him 
as king, but they did not, they 
rejected Him. When He was 
crucified and went back to heav- 
en He took this kingship with 
Him. 

Following this the Church age 
came in. At the close of the 
Church age and tribulation pe- 
riod Christ will come on the 
scene, known as “King of kings, 
and Lord of lords,” Rev. 19:16. 
At this period He will conquer 
His enemies and take charge of 
the land and sea. Let us bear in 
mind that the overcoming saints, 
who previously went in the rap- 
ture to meet Him, will come to 
earth with Him. Beginning with 
this Christ and His overcoming people 
will reign for one thousand years. Rev. 
20:4. 

The question comes in the minds of 
many people, Will this reign be, as some 
teach it, up in the air? We will let the 
Bible answer it. “And hast made us unto 
our God kings and priests: and we shall 
reign on the earth,” Rev. 5:10. Many ask 
the question, How do we get into the 
kingdom? This all depends on what period 
of the kingdom we refer to. The right- 
eous nations, which are not all destroyed 
at the close of the Antichrist reign, will 
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automatically enter the thousand years’ 
reign. The overcoming saints will reign 
with Christ over these nations because 
they have been overcomers and faithful in 
all things. 

There will be thousands here on earth, 
during the thousand years’ reign of 
Christ, with iniquity in their hearts, but 
they will be forced to do right because 
Christ is King over all the earth at this

There is a period of time on beyond 
the thousand years’ reign especially 
known as the kingdom of God. At the 
time Christ delivers up the kingdom to 
God the Father, He will remove all 
iniquity from the kingdom. “The Son of 
man shall send forth his angels, and they 
shall gather out of his kingdom all things 
that offend, and them which do iniquity; 
And shall cast them into a furnace of 
fire: there shall be wailing and gnashing 
of teeth. Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun in the kingdom of their 
Father,” Matt. 13:41-43. I imagine I can 


hear some say, Will Christ deliver up the 
kingdom to God the Father? Let us see 
what Paul has to say about this. “Then 
cometh the end, when he shall have deliv- 
ered up the kingdom to God, even the 
Father; when he shall have put down all 
rule and all authority and power,” 1 
Cor.

“Whatsoever he saith unto you, do it,” 
St. John 2:5. 


This is a command to one and all, to 
you and me and every one, it stands the 
same. Let us make a personal application 
of this text. A story is told of a com- 
pany of friends who were talking, or 
rather discussing, about what they would 
do if some of the world’s most famous 
dead were to appear. They decided that if 
Homer came in they would ask him in 
which of those seven cities he was actual- 
ly born. They would ask Shakespeare 
whether he wrote his own plays or 
whether Bacon did. Now mind you, they 
were talking about dead men coming in- 
to their presence. Finally one voiced the 
thought, “What if Jesus Christ should 
enter?” Instantly their manner changed. 
One of the men stammered out, “That 
would be different. You see if these other 
two we mentioned should come in we 
would all rise, but if Jesus were to come 
in we would all kneel.” Let us all recog- 
nize the supremacy of Jesus. Now we will 
group the commands of Jesus under three 
heads. First, 


THE COMMAND TO BE 

[f Christ be Savior, then He is Savior 
of all—strong, weak, rich, poor, free, and 
bondsman. There is one thought that per- 
sistently stays in my mind, “Be ye there- 
fore perfect, even as your Father which 
is in heaven is perfect.” Can you reach 
it, brother? Be not weary in well doing: 
for in due season we shall reap, if we faint 
not. Be not deceived; God is not mocked. 
Be humble; be prayerful; be true to 
Christ. Man is ever seeking, striving for 
power. The old adage says, “Knowledge is 
power.” Man says, “Money is power.” But 
the Bible says, “The gospel is the power of 
God.” Christ had this power from the day 
John said, “Behold the man.” He used this 
power. He told His disciples, “Follow 
me.” They did without question. He said 
to demons, “Come out,” and they obeyed. 
He said to Satan, “Get thee behind,” and 
like the coward he is he slunk away. He 
said to the waves, ‘“‘Peace, be still,” and 
the winds and waves quit their tossing. 
He said to sick men and to dead men, 
“Arise,” and they arose. Finally, just a 
few days before hanging on the cross, He 
said, “And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me,” and 
He is doing it! 

The second command of Christ is so- 
cial, 


TO LOVE AND SERVE — 


The Lord “‘came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister, and to give his life 
a ransom for many.” He is servant to all, 
yet He is our Savior. When father,

mother, sister and brother forsake you, 
then Christ stands ready to lift you up. 
“By this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one to an- 
other.” Love is the greatest thing that 
exists. Do not be afraid of it. Christ loved 
His disciples to the end and He asked the 
Father to sanctify them through His 
truth. Another place He says, “Ye shall 


know the truth, and the truth shall make’ 


you free.” It is said that St. John repeated 
the words “Love one another” until the 
disciples got weary of it. When he got so 
feeble he couldn’t stand and preach, he 
sat at the door of the place of worship 
and whispered the words “Love one an- 
other.” This is one of His (Christ) com- 
mands, ‘‘Whatsoever he saith unto you, 
do it.” The third command we wish to 
speak of is the 
COMMAND TO GO 

He said, “Go ye into all the world.” 
This is one of the greatest commands 
(that is, in my own personal opinion). 
This command has been the means of the 
greater part of our civilized nations. Let 
us ask the Lord, ‘What wilt thou have 
me to do?” For Paul the answer was the 
beasts at Ephesus, shipwreck, forty 
stripes save one, beaten and thrown out- 
side the city; for John the Baptist, the 
grillstone; for John Huss, a kindled fire; 
for Livingstone, death in an African hut. 
Our own dear Brother Edmond Stark also 
answered the call “Go ye” which ended in 
death in an African hut. For the pil- 
grims it meant banishment, exile, a per- 
ilous journey over raging seas. It may 
mean exile to you, loneliness, service in a 
strange land, but through it all you can 
keep the face of Jesus before you. He said, 
“Lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” Let us rest on that 
promise. “If ye love me keep my com- 
mandments.” “Whatsoever he saith unto 
you, do it.” Let us answer the call even 
unto death. If we can only do as Samuel 
did and say, “Speak, Lord, thy servant 
heareth!” Amen.

The Earthquake 


IMPERIAL VALLEY, Calif. — The 
earthquake which hit Imperial Valley 
didn’t just do all damage and no good, 
because it caused people who were not liv- 
ing right to see their condition and try 
to do something about it (at least some 
of them). 

I was reading Judge Sullivan’s “Leaves 
From the Fig Tree” and he mentioned 
the earthquake and perhaps it would be 
in order for me to write some to the 
Evangel about some of the happenings 
on that day and since. 

On May 18 at about 8:35 p.m. we 
had just returned home from down town 
and had made ourselves comfortable in 
an easy chair to enjoy the evening paper 
when the quake struck. We went by 
some of the saints’ houses, then on down 
town to see what damage had been done 
and if anyone had been hurt. We arrived 
in time to see the rescue workers bring- 
ing the mangled bodies of four people 
from the debris, a young mother and 
two baby girls and a young girl about 
eighteen years old. It was a very sad 
scene. The best I can do at trying to 
describe such a scene is to say it was 
terrible. It really was an indescribable 
scene which I don’t believe will ever 
leave me. Many buildings were complete- 
ly wrecked. Many more had to be pulled 
down, or what was left standing. But we 
do thank the Lord that the little Church 
of God suffered not at all. 


Sunday night, May 19, we had a real 
altar call. Seven were saved and one 
sanctified. Now people are getting hun- 
gry for old time religion. We are plan- 
ning on starting a revival soon and we 
ask you to remember the Imperial Valley 
in your prayers. It sometimes gets pretty 
warm here, in fact, it is usually a hun- 
dred and twenty-five or thirty degrees 
in the shade, but we are planning on 
staying here during the summer and live 
for Jesus in it all. The Lord has brought 
us safely through two earthquakes. We 
lived in Long Beach, Calif., when the 
March 10 earthquake struck in 1933, 
so we are giving the Lord a praise offer- 
ing for His goodness to us. 

Friend, it surely is going to pay us to 
be ready to go when the Lord comes 
from glory after His bride. We cannot 
imagine just how terrible it will be after 
the saints have been raptured. I believe 
there will be scenes many times more 
horrible than we have ever witnessed 
here in California or anywhere else. We 
who have been through an earthquake 
have no desire to be in another, yet we 
will have to go where Jesus sends us

Dear Brother Tharp: 


I received your good letter of May 28 
which gave me new courage to press 
on. I praise God that I am still able to 
fight for Jesus. 

When your letter came I was in a 
new district far away, some 289 miles, 
called “Sanchez.” This is quite on the 
northeast of the island. I felt called to 
go there and other places. I was on the 
tour for over one month and I feel the 
Lord is going to do great work in this 
benighted Republic. I visited Sanchez and 
around one dozen souls came to the 
Lord. I felt the need of starting a work 
there so I hired an old meat stall—I mean 
a place where meat was being sold. This 
stall can only hold the twelve brethren 
and numbers of people come but have 
to stand outside on account of our not 
having room to put them. I left the new 
converted brethren to hold meetings and 
I will have to pay a visit every month 
or as often as I am able to. 

Now I am preparing two more native 
workers. I have three already working. 
One is paid $5.00 by the Mission Board 
and I help the others in a poor way from 
my own allowance and what local tithes 
and offerings I can rake up. Also, I pay 
the rents in Puerto Plata and Sanchez 
from my allowance. I cannot help but do 
it because the work is growing and I don’t 
want to lose opportunities. 

The work in Puerto Plata is fine. 
Praise God for all His mercies toward 
us. Week before last and last week twen- 
ty-eight souls came to the Lord. And 
in the Province of Puerto Plata there 
are other small districts where we are 
working besides Puerto Plata City where 
the little mission is located. 

Here in Ciudad Trujillo, capitol of 
the National District and all the Do- 
minican Republic the work is encourag- 
ing. The present mission we have is too 
small and a great number of people have 
to stand outside in the streets. We are 
working in various districts around this 
city and keeping Sunday Schools in two 
very important stations. We generally 
keep service three times every day or 
at least twice a day. Every morning at 
5:00 a.m., public prayer meetings in the

mission; at 2:00 p.m., private prayer 
meetings in the mission, and teaching, 
and at nights, general services. I praise 
God for that. The other church people 
said they have never seen that before. 
They said it would all drop after the 
brethren got tired coming three times 
every day, but it’s three months now 
and they are not tired yet. The number 
is increasing every day, so now they say 
we are like soldiers on duty. It is com- 
monly said here that we are doing what 
no other denomination ever did before, 
and a few of those from other churches 
are coming to the Church of God now 
to receive real salvation, sanctification 
and the Holy Ghost. Please pray for us 
here that the Church of God will be a 
blessing to all the nice Latin American 
people of this Republic. 


These Spanish saints are very obedient; 
they do just what they are told to do. 
They obey and ask no question. They en- 
courage me every day to work among 
them. They are very hard to come to 
Jesus, very weak and difficult to win 
for the Master on account of so much 
vices, rum, tobacco, dance and super- 
stition but after they come into the fold 
they will do anything and make any 
sacrifice for their Savior and church. 
Some sisters got saved just five months 





ago. They go and collect offerings for the 
good of the work without my asking 
them to do it and I am proud to see 
that after going round a month they 
brought $4.00 and put it in my hands 
for the good of the Church of God. 
They are willing but there is very little 
money to be had, and yet they fight 
willingly without one murmur. They 
realize the need and they show they are 
helping the work on. I am surprised be- 
cause these willing workers never knew 
the gospel before. Sometimes in teaching 
them I have to look for a passage of 
scripture because they are not well ac- 
quainted with the Bible. 


Sister Sylvestre has a sisters’ society, 
and I give them the mission on Friday 
nights and they are working wonderfully, 
and what little they do is a great help 
to the work. A group headed by Sister 
Sylvestre would go out every two days 
and visit the sinners, pray with them 
and bring them to the church, and some 
of these same people are praying for de- 
liverance also. Some are already delivered 
from sin. There are wonderful prospects 
of soul winning in this republic. We need 
help and I earnestly pray that help will 
come in due time. We are looking at any 
moment for the soon coming of Jesus,

It could hardly be the God worshipped 
by the devout folks of Hitler’s own tra- 
ditional faith, Roman Catholicism, for 
Hitler has had priests and nuns framed 
on various reprehensible charges. He has 
favored the stoning of an archbishop’s 
palace. He has violated the Cocordat 
with the Vatican repeatedly, as two 
popes have bluntly charged. Certainly the 
god to whom Hitler offers thanks is 
not the God of the Evangelical Church, 
which has been despoiled of its preroga- 
tives, whose brave pastors have been 
hunted down and jailed for their failure 
to embrace neopaganism. Perhaps Hitler’s 
thanksgiving was directed to a strictly 
Teutonic god, the sort of god which 
ancient Teuton myth postulated for the 
worship of the rude warrior race, in a 
time when German forces were the haunts 
of barbaric tribes. This would be satis- 
factory, one may be sure, to the zealots 
of Nazism who have labored ceaselessly 
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to discredit and destroy the religions of 
Judaism and Christianity, and to raise 
anew the war gods of a barbaric age.” 
SPIRIT OF ANTICHRIST! 

Rev. Lewis O. Heck’s hobby is hypno- 
tism, according to NEWSWEEK maga- 
zine. He-is pastor of the Church of the 
Messiah, Baltimore, Maryland. He has 
long been a student of hypnotism and 
related psychological studies. Three years 
ago one of Father Heck’s parishoners, a 
temporary letter carrier, dropped into the 
rectory seeking advice. Faced with an 
examination for promotion to a perma- 
nent job, the visitor complained that he 
could not remember the names of streets.

Jesus said 
to His disciples in John 14:16, “And I 
will pray the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever.” In verse 26 He said, 
“which is the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring all things 
to your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you.” The fact that He was to 
be another Comforter signifies that He 
was to take the place of Jesus, hence He 
was the one to operate in the name of the 
Father.

of the matter is that these people believe 
that several times during his lifetime, 
the brilliant Swedenborg was caught up 
into heaven and there conversed at length 
with the eminent angels and archangels, 
whose language he said resembled He- 
brew. He said he discussed theology with 
Martin Luther. Of course, he at once 
denounced all other religions as fakes 
and frauds and established his own. This 
was prior to his death in 1772. After ‘all 
these years, he still has thousands of fol- 
lowers scattered throughout the world. 


Swedenborg was undoubtedly a brilliant 
man with a keen mind. However, in 
keeping with most new DELUSIONS he 
began denying the power of the blood, 
etc. Yet, many people will swallow that, 
hook, line and sinker. 


Last week there was another church 
merger. The Reformed Church with a 
membership of 477,198 and the Evan- 
gelical Church with a membership of 
364,122, merged at a conference held 
at Lancaster, Penna. Truly this is a day 
of coming together. A day of mergers. A 
day of close cooperation. It occurs to me 
that the churches are preparing them- 
selves for the appearance of their head.

For, behold, the Lord cometh 
out of his place to punish the inhabitants 
of the earth for their iniquity: the earth 
also shall disclose her blood, and shall no 
more cover her slain.” These passages 
seem to indicate that the Church will not 
be here during the time that the Lord 
shall pour out the fury of His wrath 
upon the earth.
